state as a condition of employment 
that they are not members of the 
.Communist party. All the non-sign- 
'ers were given the right to a hear- 
ing before the committee on privl 
lege and tenure of the academic 
senate. The 157 who were fired 
ignored this right.

the nation."

creased industrial activity was re- 
sponsible for a nine per cent in- 
crease in Arkansas retail sales in 
1949.

nounced they hope to Jay pipe- 
lines for natural gas through Ar- 
kansas. 


At Houston, Tex., yesterday, the 


Valles Gas Pipeline Co., said it 
would ask federal power commis- 
sion authorization for ' a $144,500,- 
000 line from Texas and Louisi- 
ana to southern Michigan and In- 
diana. Points along the described 
route included El 
Dorado 
and 


Jonesoboro, Ark. 


Another concern, the Texas-Ill- 


nois natural gas pipeline company, 
said Wednesday it would lay a 30- 
inch line between the two states. 
The route of the proposed 
li n e 


roughly parallels the Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad from southwest to 
northeast through Arkansas. Cost 
of the line was estimated at $117, 
000 000.

The total 1949 outlay was esti- 


mated by the department at 
$8,- 


550,000,000 a drop of 
$250,000,000 


from 1948 and $990,000,000 below 
the postwar peak of $9,540,000,000 
set in 1947. 


It averaged out to about $57.70 


for each man, woman and child in 
the population — or nearly $90 for 
each person over 21 years 
old. 


In 1948, the general average was 
$60, the over-21 average $93. 


The "hard liquor"

tilled spirits, accounted 
for 
the 


cutback in spending last year. Out- 
lays fell to $3,650,000,000 in 1949 
from $3,900,000,000 on 1948. 


Beer outlays dipped $10,000,000
